King of Denmark, and had Iſſue, among others, 
George, Born Anno 1582, and died 1641. leav- 
ing y his Marriage with Anne Eleonora, Daugh- 
ter of Louis, Landtgrave of Heſſe d Armſtadt, 
Four Sons; and One Daughter, who was Marri- 
ed to Frederick III. King of Denmark. 
| Chriſtian Loui was the Eldeſt, and was Duke 
of Lunenburgh and Zell, but died without Iſſue, 
Anno 1665. After wlioſe Death great Conteſts 
Ar bet ween George William the 2d, and 
Fo n Frederick the 3d, Brother, about the 
Inheritance, at length it came to a Treaty ;
